EXAMINATION  FOR  ASSAYERS  FOR 
LICENCE  TO  PRACTISE  IN  BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

TN  ACCORDANCE  with  section  12  of  the 
-L  “ Bureau  of  Mines  Act,”  examinations  for 
efficiency  in  the  practice  of  assaying  will  be  held 
at  Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  15th  day  of  December, 
1913,  and  on  such  following  days  as  may  be  found 
necessary. 

Examinations  will  cover  the  following  subjects, 
and  candidates  must  be  prepared  to  be  examined 
in  all  of  these  subjects  - 

(a.)  A knowledge  of  the  principles  of  inorganic 
chemistry. 

(h.)  Sampling: 

Sampling  of  ores  or  furnace  products  and  the 
reduction  and  preparation  of  samples  for  assay, 
including  also  the  melting  of  gold-dust  and  sampling 
of  bar  for  assay. 

(c. ) Qualitative  Determination: 

The  qualitative  determination  of  the  common 
elements  in  ores  and  furnace  products. 

( d .)  Qualitative  Determination — Assaying: 

Bullion — Gold  bullion,  for  gold  and  silver ; 

Copper  bullion,  for  copper,  gold,  and 
silver ; 

'Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper, 
gold,  and  silver. 

Goal: 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash,  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  furnace  products: 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver,  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays — 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method. 

Copper,  by  electrolitic,  colormetric,  and  volume- 
tric (cyanide  or  other  approved)  methods. 

Nickel,  by  electrolitic  method. 

Iron,  lead,  lime,  zinc,  sulphur,  and  silica,  by  any 
approved  wet  methods.

Entrance  for  Examination. 

Entrance  for  any  examination  must  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  set  for  beginning 
of  examination,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
prescribed  fee  ($15). 

Certificate. 

A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon 
payment  of  the  prescribed  fee  ($15),  be  issued  to 
each  successful  candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be 
considered  as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in 
British  Columbia  ; and  notice  is  hereby  given  that 
only  those  holding  such  certificate  of  proficiency 
or  licence  will  be  allowed  to  act  as  assayers  in  this 
Province,  under  penalty,  as  provided  by  the  Act. 


Exemption  from  Examination. 

In  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of  section  12 
of  the  Act,  graduates  of  certain  Schools  of  Mines 
and  Colleges  may  be  exempt  from  examinations, 
and  may,  upon  satisfying  the  examiners,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Act,  receive  such  certificate  of  com- 
petency or  licence,  upon  payment  of  the  fee  there- 
for ($15). 

The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  prac- 
tical assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines  will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and 
chemicals  usually  necessary,  it  will  not  undertake 
to  provide  any  special  or  unusual  appliances  or 
chemicals  which  might  be  called  for,  and  if  a 
candidate  should  require  such  he  will  have  to 
provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such 
platinum-ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may 
require,  as  these  will  not  be  furnished  at  the 
examination.

Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  ’incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 


viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  ho  any  particu- 
lar class  Of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  'the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders.

That  W.  D.  McKay,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of  Van- 
couver. in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  has 
applied  to  purchase,  subject  to  conditions  of  recla- 
mation, certain  Dominion  land  along  the  Columbia 
Valley  in  the  Dominion  Railway  Belt,  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  British  Columbia,  and  being  the  vacant 
bottom  lands  on  each  side  of  the  Columbia  River 
between  Golden  and  the  southern  limit  of  the  Rail- 
way Belt,  comprising  approximately  16,000  acres, 
and  being  portions  of  the  following  townships : — 
Township  23,  Range  IS  west  5th  meridian.

The  application  is  made  with  the  view  of  carry- 

ing out  by  a comprehensive  system  of  dyking  and 
drainage  the  reclamation  of  these  lands  and  of  their 
utilization  for  agricultural  and  industrial  purposes, 
it  being  represented  that  they  are  now  subject  to 
periodic  overflow  from  the  Columbia  River  and 
tributaries  and  are  useless  and  valueless  in  their 
present  condition  ;

& Mitchell,  civil  engineers,  of  Victoria.  B.C.,  which 
was  referred  last  summer  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railway  Belt  Hydrographic  Survey  for  report 
after  inspection  on  the  ground ; that  the  Chief 
Engineer  submitted  a report  dated  May  21st,  1912, 
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that  the  reclamation  of  the  overflow  bottom  lands 
of  the  Columbia  Valley  is  most  advisable,  that  the 
project  is  feasible,  at  an  estimated  expenditure  of 
$1,000,000,  and  will  require  from,  six  to  eight  years 
to  complete.  He  recommended,  in  effect,  that  the 
lands  applied  for  be  reserved  for  sufficient  time  to 
enable  the  applicant  to  furnish  the  Department 
with  definite  detailed  plans  of  the  reclamation 
scheme,  upon  consideration  and  approval  of  which 
by  the  Department  the  applicant  should  be  given 
the  right  to  commence  construction  and  be  required 
to  complete  the  project  within  eight  years,  when 
patents  would  issue; 

That  as  the  project  is  inseparably  connected  with 
the  regulation  of  the  Columbia  River  for  navigation 
purposes  it  was  also  referred  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  a report  by  the  District  Engineer. 
The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment reported  on  the  11th  June,  1912,  that  Mr. 
District  Engineer  Aylmer  had  made  the  necessary 
investigations,  and  reported  that  the  scheme  would 
be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  that  Department  and 
to  the  District ; 

That  the  project  has  recently  been  reported  upon 
after  a thorough  investigation  on  the  ground  by 
Thomas  II.  Dunn,  C.E.,  Reclamation  and  Drain- 
age Engineer  of  the  Water  Power  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  who  concludes : — 

“That  the  bottom  lands  are  at  present  practi- 
cally useless  ; 

“ That  they  cannot  be  reclaimed  by  individual 
effort  because  of  the  difficulity  and  expense 
connected  therewith  ; 

“ That  they  may  be  reclaimed,  at  least  in  part, 
by  dyking  in  conjunction  with  a proper 
system  of  drainage  for  low-water  periods 
and  pumping  during  high-water  periods ; 

“ That  certain  limited  areas  about  the  mouths  of 
the  larger  tributaries  may  be  reclaimed  by 
sedimentation  ; 

“ That  some  small  sections  will  not  pay  for 
reclaiming ; 

“ That  tlie  reclaimed  lands  will  be  suitable  for 
the  cultivation  of  shallow  rooting  plants  not 
susceptible  to  damage  from  summer  frosts  ; 

“ That  the  area  of  available  Dominion  lands  that 
may  be  economically  reclaimed  is  approxi- 
mately 13,000  acres.” 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  Mr.  Dunn  recommends 
that  the  application  be  granted. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the 
available  bottom  lands  of  the  Columbia  Valley — 
those  areas  of  land  lying  between  the  ordinary 
high-water  mark  on  either  side  of  the  Columbia 
River — between  Golden;  B.C.,  and  the  southern 
limit  of  the  Railway  Belt,  be  reserved  from  other 
disposition,  and  that  be  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  the  said  W.  D.  McKay,  looking 
to  the  sale  of  these  available  bottom  lands  to  him 
at  $1  per  acre,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  as 
set  out  in  the  draft  agreement  attached  hereto.
